Twenty-first annual report of libra- 


rian, June 1, 1917—June 1. 1918. 


To the Board of Directors, of the 


Stevens Point Public Library. 
Ladies and Gentlemen:— 


I submit herewith, the 21st annual 


report of the Stevens Point Public Li- 
brary, for the year ending June 1, 
1918: 
This year has been a very successful 


one. 
We have a larger number of 


borrowers and the circulation in spite 
of war conditions, has increased 7,634 
over last year. This fact is largely 
due to the purchase of a goodly num- 
ber of new books for the children's 
room, which shows the greatest gain, 
4,624. 
The adult statistics show a 


gain of 3.010. Particular interest in 
the new war books, food conservation 
material, war gardens, etc., as well as 
a number of new books of fiction, is the 
chief reason for the gain in the adult 
department. 
During the year approximately 13,- 


335 people used the reading room. We 
suscribe for 40 of the best current 
periodicals, a Chicago and Milwaukee 
newspaper, as well as receiving com- 
plimentary copies of the Ashland anc 
Amherst papers, and our two loca 
papers. The Gazette and Journal, to 
whom we are greatly indebted for 
their cooperation. The latter two we 
bind for local history. 
We are also 


indebted to the Strand and Lyric thea 
ters for advertising.

PAVEMENT DEFECTIVE 


COUN2IL GETS BUSY 


ElliB Street Must be Repaired or 


Contractor's Bondsman Held 


Liable for Loss 


The brick pavement on Ellis street*, 
onstructed two years ago by Christ 
Johnson of Oshkosh, has not "filled 
he bill," in the opinion of the com- 
mon council. It is claimed that an In- 
erior quality of brick was used, and 
that as a result it is "going to pieces." 


At a meeting of the council Tues- 


day evening. Alderman B. V. Martin 
>resented a motion, which was car- 
•ied by a unanimous vote, providing 
hat the contractor who put in the 
pavement be notified that it must be 
repaired, failing to do which his bonds- 
men will be held liable. City Attorney 
Murat stated that a five-year mam- 
enance bond was included in the con- 
ract.

The meeting of the council was the 


shortest regular meeting m recent 
months and there was no waste of 
time in transacting the various items 
of business presented. Alderman Mc- 
Donald was the only absentee. 


A few months ago the 
council 


amended an ordinance relating to the 
operation of pool halls. At that time 
it was voted to charge an annual li- 
cense fee of $15 a year for pool tables 
and $10 a year for billiard tables. 
Since then there has been a sentiment 


i favor of reducing these charges, 
and action was taken last evening. It 
was decided to make the tax $1 a year 
for either pool or billiard tables, li- 
censes to run from July 1. 
Before 


the amendment was adopted, C. A. 
Engstrom, who was until recently the 
roprietor of a pool hall on the South 
lide, addressed the council briefly in 
favor of a lower license fee. 
"I am 


not speaking for myself because I am 
no longer in the business," Mr. Eng- 
strom said. "But I know the pool 
halls in Stevens Point cannot exist if 
forced to pay a 110 and $15 license 
fee in addition to their government 
taxes." He also said that business has 
dropped off materially since the war.

In the Spanish-American war, Ty- 


phoid 
Fever 
overshadowed 
every 


other cause of death in our army. In 
the present war, Typhoid is not caus- 
ing a moment's anxiety to the army 
physicians of any of the allied na- 
tions. It has been wiped out through 
vaccination. 


Nowadays, measles and pneumonia 


head the list. Not that there are any 
more cases per thousand men. I am 
sure there are less, but with intes- 
tinal diseases eradicated, these are 
made prominent. Barrack life and 
close association of large numbers of 
people have always favored the spread 
of pneumonia. Surgeon General Gor- 
pas knew this and did all possible to 
insure good air and greatest practical 
amount of barrack space for each 
man. 
* 


But just as it was anti-typhoid vac- 


cine rather than surroundings which 
conquered that disease, so it has been 
hoped that a vaccine against pneu- 
monia would be developed. And now 
it appears that the efforts in this di- 
rection are to be successful. No case 
has developed in 12,000 soldiers who 
have been vaccinated. 
In another 


group of 14.000 soldiers, there were 
51 cases and 9 deaths. 
Doctor Cole, of the Rockefeller In- 


stitute, who made the report on the 
anti-pneumonia vaccine, is a very con- 
servative and modest man and will 
be disposed to underestimate, rather 
than to exaggerate his success. My 
confidence in him is so great that I 
believe the means of preventing pneu- 
monia of the regular type is now just 
a? certain as the preventing of ty- 
phoid was a few months after it was 
first employed. Time will tell defin- 
itely. 
The army's study T>f pneumonia has 


brought out a very interesting and 
hitherto 
not commonly recognized 


fact. It seems that pneumonia is not 
primarily a disease of northern peo- 
ples and cold weather. 
It affects 


southern soldiers in southern camps 
far more frequently than northern 
soldiers in either northern er south- 
ern camps. Foreign allied army ex- 
perience has been the same. Neither 
the British nor French hav« experi- 
enced epidemics among their northern 
troops. 
It has been a very seriou« 
affection, however, among their south- 
ern soldiers. Once more exact knowl- 
edge, hitherto unavailable on account 
of the lack of accurate health statis- 
tics in the southern states, has 


a popular misconception!

WHEREJULLETS FLY 


Lleul. Fra«k Hyer Tells of E«dti«« 


Experiences in Trench* in 


France 


Lieut. Frank Hy«r, *on of Prof, and 


Mrs F. S. Hyer of this city, ha* been 
in Hun bombardment* and undergone 
other exciting and int«re»tiuK exper- 
iences in far-away France, wherehe 
arrived last February with the ma- 
chine gun company to which he i* at 
tached and which is a part of tn< 
32nd division, in which Battery E of 
Stevens Point is included. 


Lieut. Hyer entered the 


service M a member of the 
Guard company of Sparta, Wis. at.he 
time of the Mexican trouble. He was 
in Texas several months at that time. 
When the National Guard was called 
out in the spring of 1917, following 
the declaration of war against Ger- 
many, he rejoined his unit, which went 
first to Camp Douglas, Wis., and later 
to Camp MacArthur, Texas. Although 
he started as a private, he had worked 
his way up to secand lieutenant be- 
fore leaving for overseas. 
.„_.__ 
Portions of letters received during 


the last month from him are quoted 
herewith: 
. + 
May 12—A year ago I went to 


church in Black River Falls. All of 
the boys in the A. E. F. are writing 
home today. Every Sunday has been 
Mother's Day for me. 
Well mother I've been packing up 


again and will be all through moving 
D? the time this letter has started to 
move. I shall soon be able to write 
you some real news, full of excitement 
I hope. 
This life is getting awful 


quiet now and I'm aching to get into 
the real game. 
r ,. 
We are located on a canal now. Cold 


swimming and some fishing. The tow- 
path makes a fine walk for moonlight 
nights. Truly one can hardly imagine 
the horrors of war when so close to 
nature and its beauty. 
May 16—Although it is nbt Sunday 


I am writing just the same. Yes, we 
have moved again. Our last tnp was 
an exceedingly interesting one. We 
billeted one night in a small village 
wherein all of the inhabitants, almost 
entriely feminine, were enpaged in the 
preparation of basket willows. 
The 
process was very interesting, at least 
it was to me for I had never observed 
it before. They take large bundles of 
igeemingjy dead willows and stand 
them in water until they freshen and 
the bark become? soft. 
Then by 


whipping these willow*, one by one, 
into a unique device composed of two 
ipindles sprung together and draw- 
ing them, the bark is lessened ana 
easily removed. You can imagine how 
fatiguing such a process becomes if 
continued an entire day, and yet all 
of this work is carried on by women. 
I wish I might write you more about 
the country we are in now. It certain- 
ly is picturesque and historic. No 
other region of France has a more in- 
teresting history. 


I had the opportunity of visiting a 
dtv of some 40,000 inhabitants and 
taking a BATH. Can you imagine a 
finely tiled shower bath once again 
and the sight of well dressed men and 
women? It seemed a whole lot like 
an American city except for the shut- 
ters and blinds on every building. The 
city had been bombarded by the Boche 
some time ago and there are num- 
erous bomb-proof shelters around. 
Open bars are scattered throughout 
the business district; there are cer- 
tain hours for drinking, and I didn't 
see a single drunk on the streets. We 
met several French officers in one cafe 
who could speak English and our 
money was no good. It seemed migh- 
ty good to see a Brunswick-Balke bil- 
liard table, National cash register, 
Gillette razors, etc. I wish you could 
have seen the method they use to keep 
track of the drinks a person can buy. 
Every time one purchases a drink 
thev bring it on a saucer stamped 
with the price, so by the time one has 
gone by the midway mark he has a 
"oung china fort around him which he 
has to settle for. Another thing 1 
might mention is we can hear 'em now 
plainly. 


May 22—I tvzs on the move last 


Sunday so I couldn't write then. How- 
ever, I wrote a letter a few days be- 
fore, but am not sure as to whether 
the mail orderly mailed i*. 


Nature is wonderful here in this 


section and the crops are coming fine. 
I certainly wish I had the old "Stude" 
to dash madly over the fine roads of 
this country. I have never seen the 
equal of the roads h«re. neither in 
qual'tv nor quantity. 


I have «een several Boche pianos 


find two <-r three air little*. I wish 
that yo-i o"u!<i have seen them; they j 
have nil <l«-nth-<!<'f\inir cir.-r.s stunts j 
cleaned a tniie for the .-r-rtarvi'ar. 
In my first trip to *he trench.** I \v:».» 
more of 
less disappointed—every- 


thinir was too nuiet for war. O"r 
hamt.-'.ts were locat«*d m a rejruTar 
Vie Mir na'-k." al! of the «-?mfort = 
of home plus tho«e of war. And then 
»'• ha' f n firework?, display »\ery 
night and the wicked thr^r-hing of 
some distant machine gun breaks the 
monotony. 
So taking it all in al] I 


believe this to he the finest summer 
I have ever spent. 


A few »ia>.» «iro a Borhe plane «imn- 


ped 
some propaganda newspapers 


printed in French. I certainly would 
like to have you see some of the stuff 
they try to smother the French with. 
Huge cartoons of England starving 
India; another of the map of the 
world with a huge octopus a* England 
stretching her slhnv tentacles out al] 
over the world, and then extracHJ 
from the history of England and its 
relation's with France. But this stuff 
fall* <*own like rain and like water it 
seeks its own level and there it finds 
Kilt little sympathy for little atten- 
tion i« nan! 
*«•> it. 
Just at present 


most of the«tuff isgrahbed off hy A. E. 
F. men n« «»menirs. consequently the 
Borhe effort« to contaminate the good 
French poor'e with German "Kultur" 
are wholly futile. 


The French people certainly have 


taken a wonderful stand and heart 
since the arrival of American troops, 
for one often hears the remark. 
"American Soldat finis la gnerrr." So 
America has rvaltv functioned a great 
deal already by raising the morale of 
the people of France. 
Everywhere 


we go we are heartily welcomed, al 
m»st as a host of saviors. 


Juno 2—1 had a regular experience 


the other night. While making an in 
snectiop of rav emplacements the 
Boche sfarted shelling. I could hear 
the whirr of the shells and their 
hursts over a dugout that all hel 
couldn't knock to pieces, and I had just 
remarked to the Frenchmen who ac 
rompanied me, "Give 'em hell old boy 
for all the good it'll do you," when the 
shell* began to sound somewhat near 
er. «v exact distance from the near 
e*t dugout, was about on* hundra 
vards at the least. The next instant 
five or six of them landed between 
me and the dugout. Well it took me 
lets than 9 and 2/Bths to make that 
100 vards. 
One of my sergeants 


Handing near the entrance of the 
dugout dropped flat on his face as ] 
came ut>. and I followed suit for one 
of those steel jacketed hell raisers 
went right over our prone bodies am 
landed in a small bank some six feet 
away, bnt didn't »xnlode. Some hun- 
dred and ffty she'i* drowned there- 
"**outs in the next thirty seconds and 
all was still. We immediately camp 
above the surface like baby rats anc 
started to roll a few "fags" when 
somebody yelled and we were al) under 
cover just in time *o miss another 
salvo. Well thev fired for five minutes 
straight and didn't get any bull* so 
they quit. The Frenchman, my run- 
ner and IP ~self d*cid*«d to look up our 
next bunch of death deale-« «« - 
started out. We were .nearly across 
a valley marsh and near a huge dug 
out when Fritz began a little more 
foolishness. 


Our camp is back of the lines now 


and I have been left UD here to stee» 
the new birds around a few days and 
then 111 go back and rest. 


I've got to blow out this candle and 


crawl in to the sweet music of scraeak- 
inp r4t* (they're lafge enough to 
make beef stew and use the tails for 
rawhides). 


June 9—Everthing has been quiet 


for several days. 
We witnessed a 


good air fight the other night. I suc- 
rose the U. S. was un on its ear with 
the news of the U-boat activities near 
its coast. I don't «uptx>se the Ger- 
mans realize that the trivial damage 
accomnlished has materially helped 
the allies' cause by ronsin*? the war 
nerve of the Americans to a high 
pitch. They'd have nulled the great- 
est "ad" for the Third Liberty T~-- 
bad they gone a few weeks earlier. 
Such occurrences as the above only 
change seeming stagnant groups into 
life for the allies' cause and fate is 
amputating Germany's life line by 
years instead of months.

the victor la autocracy, freedom per- 
ishes. 


The land where freedom Is most Im- 


minently menaced by the legions of 
Prussian autocracy, at this moment 
Is the land where unwonted freedom 
temporarily has run riot and has lost 
the power to fight for Itself—Russia. 
We are fighting for the freedom of 
Russia, and must continue to fight for 
It until Russia learns what freedom 
means, and Is again able to fight If 
we do not. freedom will die in Russia; 
Prussian autocracy will rule and ex* 
plolt the country for Its own benefit; 
and the very forces which overthrew 
the ccar win be turned against the 
freedom not only of themselves, but of 
other lands. 


In years gone by, when the forces 


of revolution were showing themselves 
here and there Iq Russia, they had the 
sympathy of America In spite of the 
methods of terrorism of which we 
did not approve. When the ccar and 
the kaiser, leaders of autocracy, were 
locked In a death grapple, Russia still 
had our sympathy, because she was 
fighting on the side of those who were 
seeking to safeguard the world from 
Prussian militarism. 


When the ccar was deposed over 


night American feelings were mixed. 
There was joy at the downfall of an 
old* and sometimes cruel autocracy, 
but'there was fear that Russia would 
become too disorganised to fight fur- 
ther, coupled with tbe thought that per- 
haps the revolution had come too soon 
to be effective. 


Then followed the brief refine of 


Kerensky, when It began to look aa 
though freedom hi Russia might be an 
organised freedom, prepared to fight 
for Its rights, and all America hailed 
the Russian revolution aa a blessing. 
It had become absolutely correct to 
say that the war was a war of democ- 
racy against autocracy. 
No proper- 


could longer pout to the csar, 


an argument arose. 


Finally came the bolshevik! revolu- 


tion. In which Kerensky was over- 
thrown. 
Russian Industry and Rus- 


sian society were disorganized, and 
Russian armies ceased to fight. The 
kaiser's armies pressed on unopposed, 
took what they desired hi spite of a 
signed peace, and Russia appeared to 
be about to pass completely under con- 
trol of Germany. America stood 
aghast at the prank freedom had 
played, and American opinion turned 
largely against Russia, but thinking 
men refused to give up hope. Rus- 
sia was and still Is Incapable of offer- 
Ing resistance, but Russia is not re- 
signed to autocracy. It devolves upon 
others to fight for the freedom Rus- 
sia must have. 


The experience of other nations has 


been that men who loved freedom 
were witling to fight for It, and to die 
for It If necessary.
